On árd Septem- 
ber 1921, ove William McDowell was mur- 
dered near Gilford, Co. Down, while driving 
a casher named William McConville in a 
moter car, and that over £1,000 had heen 
stolen from McConville. O'Boyle and three 
others Were arresied'and charged with the 
crime. They were tried in Belfast, and the

Before the Assizes 
were hed the British military authorities 
intervened, and, under the Restoration of 


Order (lreland) Act, a general courtmartial 
was held, at which O'Boyle, Rodgers and 
Conlin were tried ov the same charges. The 
chai ge against Conlin was not proceeded 
with, but the other two were found guilty, 
and sentenced to death, but the peyalty in 
each case was commuted te penal servitude: 
for lite. They nad served five und a half 
years uf their sentence wheui they escaped 
trony Belfast jail and took refuge in the Free 
State, whee they had since resided and 
worked. It appeared also that on 11th De- 
cember last the police came to the house of 
Patrick Belton, where UO’ Boyle was employed, 
and stated that they had been directed to 
urrest O'Boyle and Rodgers. because ** they 
were wanted up North.’’. The police were 
armed with wafrants purporting to have 
Leen issued by the Inspector-General at Bel- 
fast, and to }ave been endorsed for execu- 
tion by the Chief Commissioner of Police 
at Dubiin. | Neither’ O'Boyle vor Rodgers 
could be found, but they were in hourly 
danger: of being arrested avd removed out 
of the Free State jurisdiction. 

A petition ou their behalf pleading for 
clemency was forwarded by. District Justice 
O’Hanraban, setting out, amongst other 
things, that the notification of the sentence 
of the cour(martial which was handed to 
O'Boyle stated that he was recommended to 
mercy by the courtmartial on the grounds 
that his primary object was robbery, and that 
he was not actually present at the spot where 
McDowell was murdered. A formal acknow- 
ledgment was made of the receipt of the peti- 
tion, and later a communication was received 
from the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
regretting that the law must take 1(® course. 
It was further stated on behalf of O'Boyle 
that he was entirely innocent of the charges 
of murder and larceny, and that he did not 
hear of the murder until after the event. He 
submitted that the provisions of the Petty 
Sessions Act, 1851, which authorised the re- 
moval of such prisoners, were not now in 
force and application in the Free State. In 
an affidavit, Rodgers also submitted that the 
warrant could not now bé enforced in the 
Free State. He further stated that he was 
interned on suspicion after Easter Week, 
1916, and was a well-known member of the 
Irish Republican Brotherhood. He declared 
that he was entirely mnocent of complicity 
in the murder of McDowell. 

When the case was called, 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., with whom were Mr. 
Geoghegan. K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy {iv- 
structed by Messrs. Little, O hUadhaigh and 
Proud), on behalf of O' Boyle, referred to the 
facts as set out in the aftidavits which were 
mentioned on the previous application.

CONSPIRACY. 

(BEFORE THE CHIGF JUSTICE, MR. JUATICE 

FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
RNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was resumed of the appeals 
by. the ima in the .case of McMullan 
\. Mulhall and. another from a judgment of 
Mr. Justice Sullivan: in the High Court in 
favour of. thie plaintiff at the trial, with « 


McMullan, painter, 23 Lower 
stréet, Dublin, against Patrick 
Mulhall, 12 Mereer street, Dublin, and 
Joseph Farrell, ál, Addison road, Dublio. 
both trade union officials, to recover damages 
for alleged slander and conspiracy. 

The plaintiff's case in: the action was that 
in. 1928 he was employed by Ennis E. Gibson, 
182 Pearse street, Dublin, in a painting con- 
tract undertaken by Mr. Gaibson at the resi- 
dence of Prine Ranjitsinhji, Ballynahinch, 
Co. Galway, his wages being £6 10s. a week, 
and that’ the. defendants interviewed . Mr. 
Gibson and falsely and: maliciously stated: 
“ McMullan is not a member of any society, 
aud you must sack him to-day; you cun t 
employ him.” or words'tp that effect. He 
alleged that the defendants had thus ex. 
pressedly and -implicitly threatened his em 
ployer, Mr. Gibson, that serious loss would 
ensue to him if he failed to dismiss the 
plaintiff the defendants well knowing that 
the plaintiff was ‘on the list of painters 
constantly employed by Mr. Gibson; and he 
was summarily dismissed bv Mr. Gibson. 

In their defence, the defendants traversed 
the alleged cause of action generally, and 
denied that the plaintiff was at any materia! 
time a member of the United House and Ship 
Painters’ and Decorators’ Union of Ireland, 
oz of any recognised society of painters; they 
denied that the union mentioned ever existed 
or was ever registered as a trade union, and 
turther pleaded that, if the’ words specified 
were spoken or published by them, they were 
spoken and published bona fide and without 
malice, and in the belief that they were true 
and spoken and published on a privileged 
eccasion. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
trial judge misdirected the jury by not direct- 
ing them that the words in the first question 
left to them were not capable of the defama- 
{ory sense alleged, and that there was no 
evidence to sustain. the findings in the other 
answers to the remaining questions with 
respect to alleged malice and conspiracy. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Corbett (in- 
structed by Messrs. W. G. Bradley and Sons) 
appeared for Patrick. Mulhall; Mr. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Black (instructed by Mr. D. H. 
Charles) for Joseph Farrell; and Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor, K C.,.Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and 
Mr. G. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
Reddin and Reddin) for the respondent and 
plaintiff. . 
Mr. Price concluded his argament for the 
appellant, Patrick Mulhall. 

Mir Fitzgerald, K.C., following for the 
emphasised the 
points made by Mr. Price in his exhaustive 
argument, -and dealt with the charges of 
slander and conspiracy at some length. 

Mr. Joseph D’Connor, K.C., followed for 
the respondent and plaintiff and in support 
of the findings of the jury.. He explained 
were divided inta union and 
non-union men, ‘and it was generally known 
and agreed upon with respect to employment 
that the men selected for jobs were union 
men, and not non-union men. So far as the 
conditions of employment were concerned, the 
trade unionists of Dublin and the empleyers 
were aware-of this understanding. Referring. 
fo’ the ‘evidence, he said that the plaintiff 
admitted at the time mentioned that he was 
not then a trade unionist, but that he had 
been in a union and had got into arrears. 
The Chief Justice remarked that he had 
been acting and getting paid in a job as a 
trade unionist for some months. . 

Mr. O'Connor said that it was generaily 
understood that when members of a union 
fell into arrears and could not pay them they 
joined some other union. He also pointed out 
that the defendants had not made any 1n- 
quiries about whether the plaintiff had joined 
another union. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
rose.

WICKLOW BOARD OF HEALTH TO 


REPAIR HOSPITAL. 

ti the meeting of County Wicklow Board 
Health on Monday the Secretary read a 
elter from Mrs. Kelly. who was recently 
convicted at Wicklow District Court, under 
section 42 of the Public Health Act, for 
‘caving Shillelagh Fever Hospital without 
permission whilst suffering from scarletina. 

The letter stated that on arrival at the 
hospital Mrs. Kelly was shown into a ward 
which was in an absolutely filthy condition. 
[he nurses apologised, and she was brou 
ia Dr, King’s house, where she complained 
fo him about the state of the place, and told 
‘im that the bed clothes and the wash basin 
“ere dirty, and the food was served in a 
GCiogusting manner. 

The letter also stated that the window 
hanes were broken and stuffed with per, 
aud the ward, which was festooned witb cob- 
webs aud dust, was also infested with mice 
or rats, which climbed on the bedside tables 
and eat the food. 

_ The writer added that in disgust she had 
'» leave, and concluded by saying thet she 
had no grievance against the nursing staff, 
who were very kind to her. :

ti OVERCROWDING DANGER. 

It can be easily imagined,” Dr. 
Russell went on, “what a serious thing 
it would be for the City of Dublin if in. 
fluenza in epidemic form attacked the 
people, owing to the fact that more than 
a quarter of the population live in over- 
crowded one-room tenements, and it is 
impossible under such circumstances to 
take the recognised precautions necessary 
to combat the spread of this disease. For 
instance, nothing is so important, in pre- 
vention of the disease, as efficient ventila- 
tion and good nourishing food ; and these 
are two important precautions which are 
impracticable amongst a large percentage 
of this class of people, who, from unem- 
ployment or other causes, are in a state 
of semi-starvation.”’ 

_Dr. Rusell then outlined the precan- 
tions that should be taken by every body. 
In the first place, it is best to refrain from 
visiting people who are already suffering 
from this disease; or, if a person has to 
do so, he should keep his mouth covered 
and not inhale the breath of the patient. 
Other precautions are :—Avoid crowds ; 
avoid getting into draughts or catching 
cold; gargle the mouth with a mild dis. 
infectant. i 


DISINFECTION. ‘' 


Dr. Russell sends out a word of warning 

to the owners of factories and public 
vehicles of all sorts. ‘‘ It is essential,” he 
declares, ‘‘that the trains, trams, *buses 
and other public vehicles, as well as 
factories and workshops, should be properly 
ventilated and disinfected.”’ 
Another remark made by Dr. Russell 
was that no drug had been proved to have 
had any specific influence as a preventa- 
tive. “The best thing that people can 
do is to treat influenza as a serious life- 
and-death proposition. The first symptoms 
are a feeling of illness and a rise in 
temperature, and the immediate thing for 
the person so affected is to go to bed, keep 
warm and send for medica] attendance. It 
is bad for a patient and dangerous to 
others to trv to continue at work, 
Relapses and complications are much less 
likely to occur if the patient goes to bed 
immediately he feels the first effects of the 
disease and remains there until all traces 
of the fever have gone for at least two or 
three days. Much harm might be done 
by getting up too early; for chill or over- 
exertion during convalescence are fruitful] 
of serious consequences. 


THE ACUTE STAGE. 


The early stages of the attack, Dr. 
Russell continued, are the most in- 
fectious. It is then very acute and highly 


communicable. It is rarely fatal in its 
early stages, and the high death-rate is the 
result of the complications that ensue, 
such as pneumonia. 

There is good reason to believe that the 
specific infection of the disease is con- 
tained in the discharge from the nose and 
mouth, and is communicated to other 
persons either directly or by contact between 
the infected person and the susceptible 
person. Other things that should be 
avoided are the common drinking cup and 
the common towel. 


ISOLATION. 
Wherever possible patients should be 
isolated, but of course this is not possible 
in the tenement quarters of the city. In 
the case of the working classes in these 
tenements, infected people should imme- 
diately seek medical and _ institutional 
assistance as far as possible. 
In conclusion, Dr. Russell pointed out 
that, though the actual duration of the 
fever in influenza was only about three 
days, yet the dangerous stage is the time 
just after the fever leaves and the resist- 
ance is low in the Jungs, when these 
organs are most susceptible to other and 
more dangerous infections.

The difíerence between the recently set-up 
Irish Manuscripts. Commission and the already 
existing Record ce was explained last 
night in his presidential address by Dr. W. F. 
Butler, given at the annual general meeting 
of the Royal Society of Antiquaries of Ireland. 
The title of the address was ‘‘ The Need For 
wud Scope of an Trish Manuscripts Commis- 


sion. ' 
, THE ADDRESS. 
The Record Office, the lecturer said, 
exists for the coliection and safe keep of the 


official documents connected with goveinment. 


Its primary object is utilitarian, documents 
are stored there as authentic evidence of legal 
and other transactions. In the tourse of 
‘ears these, or some of them, become of value 
rom the mere point of view of history. A 
Manuscripts commission has different aims; 
its primary function is to ascertain what 
manuscripts exist dealing with its particular 


sphere of activities, literary, linguistic, legal, 


social life. It gains some idea of the contents 


of such manuscrpts, and, if time and funds 


rmit, publishes either the manuscripts io 
ull or summaries of their contents. 

The English Historical Manuscripts Com- 
mission, dealing with documents preserved by 


of great families of England, worked on the 


Ormonde papers, preserved in Kilkenny Castle 
back to the very earliest years of 
the Anglo-Norman invasion of Ireland. 

Such collections need not necessarily deal 


only with history. They may deal with a 
great writer, such as Dante, or with legal or 
social studies. 


IRISH RECORDS. 
A Record Office is different: it is a reposi- 


tory, a store for the preservation of a mass 
of material bearing on the actual administra- 


tion vf a country. The publication of the 


contents of such an office is only a secondary 


branch of its activities. 

Dealing with the question of the existence 
of Irish records and how they were pre- 
served, the speaker said that we certainly tind 


Irish documents which may be classed as 


vecords. Those which have survived deal 
largely with grants of land to the church. 
Originally in Ireland particulars of such 
rants were entered ov spare pages of the 
ervice books used in important churches 
In later days a separate document, setting 


out all the needful details, would be drawn 


up and :ealed or signed by witnesses in the 
way usual in the rest of Europe. But the 
failure of any strong centralised government 
to develop in Ireland must naturally have 


prevented the growth of any central deposi- 
tory where these grants and other documents 
would be brought together and preserved. 


We may be sure, however, Dr. Butler con- 
tinued, that the strong provincial kings of 
the century preceding Henry II.’s invasion 
had begun to develop something like the 
Chancery of other contemporary sovereigns. 
out of which, had no invasion taken place, 
something that might be described as pro- 
vincial record offices would have evolved. 
But, as feudalism never developed in Gaelic 
Ireland, one immense class of records found 
in England and among the Normans ip 
Ireland would have had no reason to come into 
existence among the Gaels—that is, grants of 
land and other privileges to be held under 
the King. The Gaelic system of !and tenure 
more nearly approached the Roman or the 
modern one of practically absolute ownership 
at least as against the King. 


THE NORMAN RECORDS. 

One class of records we know existed 
among the Gaelic population—written state 
ments of the dues owed by their subjects to 
their lords. We possess fragments of such 
documents dealing with Thomond, dating, 
perhaps, from the 14th century. They are 
printed under the somewhat misleading title 
of O’Brien’s and MacNamara’s rentals. In 
reality they are a sort of land tax register, 
setting out what money was payable out o! 
specified lands to O’Brien, King of Thomond. 
and to MacNamara, lord of the Caisin, under 
O’Brien. 

The records of the Norman colony, pre 
served until 1922 in our Record Office, are, or 
rather were, of an extraordinary copiousness 
The reason for this lay rooted in the feudal 
system. The king, as supreme Jandowner, 
interfered in every department of life, and 
required to be informed with regard to all 
sorts of matters regarding his subjects who 
held land. These records were of excep- 
tional value as regards the social and 
economic life of the past. 

It has sometimes been said that the de- 
stroyed records were one-sided, had a politi 
cal bias, and, therefore, their destruction was 
a matter of no importance. But the 
majority were cold records of facts, 


THE FOUR COURTS COLLECTION. 
From 1600 on the collection housed in the 
Four Courts dealt with all sections of the 
population, and this makes their almost com- 
lete destruction all the more regrettable. 
fost important of al] were the Cromwellian 
records.

EXCITEMENT IN BALBRIGGAN. 

Over one hundred Balbriggan people had an 
exciting experience on Monday night when 
attending a cinema pérformance in the Town 
Hall. The audience had not been seated for 
long when flames were seen in the operating 
box on the floor of the hall in front of the 
audience. The hall was quickly filled with 
smoke, and flames shot from the box up 
towards the ceiling. 

The audience rushed to the two exits at 
the back of the hall. Chairs were over- 
turned, and some women fainted. However. 
everybody got out safely, and no injuries 
were reported. 

Mr. Victor Vernon, operator and pro- 
prietor of the film, was in the operating box 
when the outbreak occurred through a film 
catching fire. He escaped with slight injury 
to his hands, and closed the door of the ba 
and with members of the audience and Civic 
Guards set about extinguishing the fire. 

Patent extinguishers which were in the hall 
were used with good effect, and buckets of 
water, which were passed from hand to hand.

LONGFORD’S REQUEST TO 

THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 

The Longford County Committee of Agricul. 
ture, by a majority of sixteen to seven votes, 
passed a resolution asking the Executive 
Council to continue the Board of Works loans 
for agricultural purposes and not to transfer 
the functions of the Board to the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, as was proposed. Senator 
McGuinness and Mr. M. P. Connolly, T.D., 
voted with the majority. 

The matter came up for discussion on a 
letter from Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Co., 
chartered accountants, Dublin, stating that 
they had been instructed by clients who, as 
contractors under the Board of Works. were 
interested, along with the members of County 
Committees of Agriculture, in the continuance 
of the Board of Works loans for agricultural 
purposes, to make an urgent appeal to move 
in the matter of the proposed discontinuance 
of the loans as at 3lst March next. The 
suggestion of the Executive Council that the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation should take 
over the duties of the Board of Works in this 
respect after many years efticient and 
economical working and helpful service, could 
only be contemplated, the letter stated, with 
dismay, and must prove a very serious loss 
to the agricultural community. 

Mr. Garahan—There is no intention to dis 
continue the ioans, but to run the work on 
more economic grounds. It is merely a trans- 
ference of the business from one department 
to another. i 

Senator McGuinness--I have great confi- 
dence in the Board of Works; I have more in 
the Agricultural Credit Corporation.

The whole 


hinges on the subsidy that is being paid 


to the Carlow company by the Free State 
Government, When Sir Maurice Lippens 


and his associates undertook to produce 
beet-sugar in the Saorstát the Govern- 
ment guaranteed them a subsidy for a 
period of ten years. Its amount was fixed 
at 24s. 6d. per hundredweight of finished 
sugar for the first three years, 22s. 6d. 
for the next five years, and 22s. for the 
Jast two years. This subsidy was granted 
on condition that the farmers should be 
paid 54s, per ton for their beet during the 
first three years. That period now is at 
an end, and the factory authorities insist 
that the work cannot be continued unless 
the farmers accept a reduction of 10s. 
per ton. 

The growers puint out that the 
reduced subsidy of 22s, 6d, per hundred- 
weight of sugar amounts roughly to £3 
per ton of raw beet, Consequently, they 
declare, the company not only would 
obtain its supplies of beet free of all cost, 
but, even at the rate of 54s. per ton, 
would have a bonus of six shillings per 
ton towards the cost of manufacture. They 
point also to the fact that, for the second 
year of its operations in the Free State, 
the Belgian company paid its share- 
holders a dividend of 15 per cent. free of 
income tax, having placed no less than 
£25,000 to reserve and written off a sub- 
stantial sum against depreciation. In the 
circumstances, they argue, the company 
can afford to pay, if not the full price of 
04s. per ton, at least considerably more 
than 44s., even with the reduction in the 
subsidy, particularly as in England the 
Lincolnshire Beet-Sugar Company, which 
has a Government subsidy of only 19s, 6d. 
per hundredweight, pays its beet-growers 
a minimum price of 54s, per ton, The 
company’s case is based on the fact that 
the Government subsidy will last only for 
ten years. Belgian and other continental 
investors took the initial risk, and now 
they are entitled to secure a fair rate of 
profit. - Not only is the subsidy being 
reduced, but the price of sugar has fallen 
by £5 per ton. 

The success of the Carlow factory has 
exceeded all expectations. Mr. Ernest 
Blythe originally predicted an output of 
5,000 tons of sugar ‘or the. first year, 
6,000 tons for the second year, and 7,000 
tons for the third year. In fact, 
the figures proved to be 11,980 tons for 
the first year, 18,070 tons for the second, 
and it is estimated that the present 
season's output will exceed 19,000 tons. 
When more than 10,000 tons of sugar are 
produced the Government subsidy auto- 
matically falls to-1ls. 8d. per hundred- 
weight, but even at that figure a hand- 
some profit seems to be possible. In the

Arabic Chemistry. 


light gleams, its exotic odours, 
ritualistic methods of dispensing wares, 


suggests to the layman the mysteries of the 
East. This is but just; for, as a scientific 


correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 


observes, Europe derives her chemical 
science from the Eastern world. Chemistry 


as a science originated in the early 


centuries of the Christian era. The ancient 


Egyptians had possessed a remarkable skill 
in the extraction and working of metals. 
When the Greeks settled in Egypt they 
had no such craftsmen as those of the 
Pharaohs. Their genius was more specu- 
lative than practical. Contemplating the 
wonders of antique Egyptian metallurgy— 
wonders that were exhibited to the world 
afresh in the recent unsealing of 


Tutankhamen’s tomb—they concluded that 
the workers had been able to transmute 


base metals into gold. “ Without attempt- 
ing to verify this remarkable conclusion, 
they immediately proceeded to elaborate 
theoretical conceptions as to the nature of 
the supposed change, and in this union of 
‘fact’ with theory we may see the first 
germs of chemistry.”” It was the Moslem 
conquerors of Egypt who brought Greek 
speculation into contact with reality. In 
the eighth century, their empire’ firmly 
established, the Arabs built up schools, 
colleges, libraries and observatories. They 
invited scholars of all races to Damascus 
and Bagdad, and translated Greek manu- 
scripts into their own tongue. In the 
eignth century there arose in Persia the 
celebrated Geber, or Jabir, ‘‘one of the 
greatest chemists of all time.” He believed 
in the possible transmutation of metals, 
and, in seeking to accomplish it, he 
developed the laboratory arts of crystal- 
lisation, calcination, reduction, sublima- 
tion and solution, and interpreted them. 
His writings describe processes for the 
preparation of steel and the refinement of 
other metals, for the dyeing of cloth and 
leather, for the making of waterproof 
varnishes, for the preparation of hair dyes, 
and even for the use of manganese oxide in 
glass-making. ‘A century later rose Rhazes, 
“ the Persian Boyle,’’ to classify chemical 
phenomena. In the middle ages Arabic 
chemical books, like Arabic works on pure 
philosophy, were translated into Latin,

MADRID, Tuesday. 


The Government announced to-night that a revolt, planned to 
break out last night, has proved abortive, except at Ciudad Real 
where an artillery regiment has seized the police barracks, and 
placed their guns in position in the streets. Trains are bela 
sopped, and steps are being taken to deal with the situation. - 

This statement was made by General Primo de Rivera in the 
Legislative Assembly. 

What the Premier said was that the Government thought it 
was doing its duty of loyalty to the country and the National 
Assembly in informing them that there was a rebe: movement, 
which was to have broken out throughout Spain last night. 


AS FAILED ELSEWHERE. 


This movement has failed everywhere, except in the case of 
ihe garrison of the province of Ciudad Real, where the First Light 
Artillery Regiment openly rebelled this morning at daybreak.’ It 
brought out the guns and occupied the small gendarmerie bar- 
racks, placing the guns in the avenues and roads, and holding up 
rains. 

The Government, the Prime Minister added, had no other 
news from Ciudad Real, but he could state that tranquillity was 
absolute ull over the rest of Spain. ; 


ACT OF CRIMINAL FOLLY. 


Measures had been taken to annihilate the rebellious move- 
nent, There was no need to announce rigorous treatment of “he 
persons who committed such an act of criminal folly against the 
country. 

The essential means for an exemplary repression would be 
mployed, an exact distinction being made between soldiers who 
had been unconsciously led into rebellion and the promoters of 
he latter. There was reason to believe that soldiers had been 
induced, by the acts of violence of the command, to take part in 
the movement. | 

In any case, contended the Prime Minister, the public spirit of 
he country ought not to suffer in the eyes of foreigners because ot 
lis senseless movement, carried out by one regiment alone. The 
Government would repress the movement at once, and would not 
orget to take such steps as would prevent its repetition in the 
juture .

he found the blinds lowered. McKay's 
wife had died on the previous night; and 
McKay had gone to make arrangements 
for the funeral. 


A HOUSE OF MOURNING. 
McKay's daughter came to the kitchen 
door in response “to the Prince’s knock. 
She was weeping bitterly. The Prince 
bared his head and went into the sparsely- 
furnished room. ‘Then, between her sobs, 
the daughter told him how her mother lay 
dead upstairs. The Prince placed his 
hand gently on her shoulder and said: 
‘Cheer up.” 

Taffy Lewis, another unemployed miner, 

told the Prince that he had seven children 
and had to pay seven shillings and nine- 
pence for his’ thtee-roomed cottage, and 
keep his family on twenty-one shillings a 
week, 
. Someone found McKay at Blaydon, and 
whirled him away in a car, overtaking the 
Prince just as he pulled up. at Chipwell. 
He told the Prince that, he, was -seventy- 
four years of age. “ What a pity it is that 
you cannot reverse the figures, Mr.

POVERTY BEYOND DESCRIPTION.

EXPENSIVE LAW SUITS. 
On this basis the expenses of the 
Goddard case will be comparatively modest 
compared with. some in recent legal 
history. The costs of the Bonn divorce 
case-last summer were stated to be in 
excess of £30,000: During the hearing of 
the Russell case the late Sir Edward 
Marshall-Hall stated in conrt that at that 
stage of the proceedings the costs were 
already more than £40,000, and the case 
did not end until long afterwards. An 
action in which the Swansea Corporation 
were involved, in 1927, cost £100,000, and, 
in 1925, tlie legal costs in the Duff. De 
velopment Co. case exceeded £120,000. An 
action over a stamp collection, in Novem- 
ber, 1927, cost £80,000—£16,000 more than 
the plaintiff’s claim. | 
One oí the most expensive cases in legal] 
history was the battle over the Gould 
millions, when the Supreme Court oí New 
York approved the payment oí £540,000 as

MORE FOREIGNERS TO

With the consent of the Ameer of Kabul, 
arrangements have been made to run a 


Kabul and Peshawar, says The Times. 

It will, of course, be subject to the 
weather, and the present intention is that 
it shall be discontinued when road com- 
munication between the two places has 
been reopened. 

The Ameer of ‘Kabul has decided to 
issue a new rupee with his image on it. 
H is to consist of twenty-three 
to one part copper, and it will bear the 
dates of the lunar year. The solar divi- 
sions of the year introduced by King 
Amanullah had displeased the Mullahs, 
and the Ameer’s reversion to ancient prac- 
tice is obviously intended to placate them. 

GERMAN HOUSES LOOTED. 

The work of evacuation of foreigners 
from Kabul is being extended to cover 
men as well as women and children. There 
are many engineers and other technical 
experts of various nationalities in the 
Afghan capital, many of them having been 
invited thither by King Amanullah. 

So far there has been no definitely anti- 
foreign movement, but ordinary foreigners 
are judged to be likely to suffer in cases 
where no special protection is afforded. 
Two nights ago, for instance, the houses of 
two Germans were looted. 

BRITISH MINISTER: REMAINING. 
There 1s no definite intention at present 
of withdrawing the British Minister, Sir 
Francis Humphrys, and his staff, but the 
contingency is being kept in mind.

THE GODDARD CASE. 


COMMENTS ON THE TRIAL, 
The Times, commenting editorially vpon 
the Goddard case, remarks :—It cannot be 
otber than disturbing to the peace of mind 
of the public to be confronted with this 
vase and its conclusions.

Goddard’s offence was not more venial be- 
cause it was mainly coucerned with one branch 
of law—the hcensing law, which 1s not the 
first and fundamental article of security vi 
life and property. A police officer's duty to 
law as such is absolute and ungraded. But 
while it. will not extenuate Goddard's crime 
-it will prevent generalisations that would he 
improper and unjust to the police force as 
a whole to remember the particular system of 
law over which Goddard was appa@inted io 
watch. Police supervision of night clubs— 
unless, what no one proposes, such clubs are 
to be exempted from the law—is inevitable. 
The. quality of the temptation to which a 
police oilicer debarred in any case from an 
ortEcdox and «bove-board routine of inspec- 
tioi is subjected may be measured by the 
difference between Goddard's salary of £6 a 
week and his fortune of £18,000. ‘The law- 
brecker for profit depends upon his irregu- 
larities for his custom, and he can get and 
can give handsomely, and the protection for 
which Goddard was paid could not be more 
than hye The wrong kind of club-keeper 
can afford to pay.

COUNTESS OF GRANARD’'S 
FATHER. 


A New York telegram announces the death, 
from pneumonia, of Mr. Ogden Mills, the 
well-known financier, philanthropist, art 
patron,. and sportsman, aged seventy-two 
years. Mr. Mills was born at Sacramento, 
California, and was educated at Harvard. 
He was a director and member of many trust 
companies.

Lady Granard sailed for New York somo 
time ago, when she heard ef her father’s 
illness.. Mr. Ogden Mills was the son of one 
of the great American pioneers who made a 
fortune by blazing the trial West to Cali- 
fornia, when the cry of “gold ” came echoiny 
across the great Continent. The pioneer was 
one of the ‘‘ forty-niners,’” and as an ordi 
nary miner, with pick and shovel, he dug his 
fortune from the earth. In Jess than a year 
he had made, by his own energies, the sum 
of £8,000. Having sold his claim for thou- 
sands of dollars, he and his brother estab- 
lished the rough-and-ready pioneer bank of 
D. O. Mills and Co. in Sacramento, and thus 
became California’s first bankers , 
With the disappearance of the goldfields, 
Mr. Mills transferred his business interests to 
New York, and apart from the immense 
growth of his wealth there, he played a part 
in the development of the capital. From 
him Lady Granard’s father inherited a large 
amount of monev and business interest, but 
he had great ability of his own, and increased 
enormously the fortune which his father left 
him. Mr. Ogden Mills became direetor of the 
Atlantic Coast Steamship Co., of the Farmers 
Loan and Trust Co., and a host of other big 
corporations dealing with everything from 
linotypes to real estate and railways. and 
was reputed to be one of America’s richest 
men. 

Lady Granard, who had a large income of 
her own when she married Lord Granard in 
1909, will probably inherit a great deal of 
her father’s fortune. Her sister. who is 
married to a Chicago millionaire, Mr. Henry 
Phipps. and her brother, Mr. Ogden Livings- 
ton Mills, who is a lawyer and a Congress- 
man, are also expected to inherit vast sume. 
At the marriage of Lord end Lady Granard, 
Mr. Mills gave his daughter the beartiful 
nouse in wich they live in Londen. Lord 
Granard. who is Master of the Horse, was 
present at vesterday’s Privy Council.
